I L- De Long, two citiaeng of high stand- 
ing, were admitted to the jail as rep 
I resentatives of several hundred men 
J present outside and were perm itted to 
I search the prison from the top to the 
dungeons.

They later reported th at the men 
wanted wer« not in the jail. The crowd 
in front then raised an uproar, and at 
the Bijection of the leaders adjourned 
to the courthouse square. 
Ex-County Clerk Claud 
Chino, 
a 
Confederate veteran, accompanied the 
crowd and made a speech to about 
200 men. 
Re is a brother of the man 


I murdered. 
He said: 
I do not know' w hat to advise you 
to do ai this mo mew t, but something 
must be done.

“Will you go with us?” was asked 
by a member of the crowd.

now numbering about 400 or 500, Went 
to the jail.

At the jail there was a parley and a 
number of citizens 
approached Mr. 
Chinn and gave assurance than the 
I men were not in the jail.

Mr. Chinn at 8:45 o'clock mounted 
the jail steps and addressed the crowd. 
He told them th at he was certain the 
m urderers were not in the 
jail and 
urged them to disperse. 
The crowd demanded th at another 
committee be adm itted

search. 
The yells of the crowd a t­ 
tracted thousands to the vicinity of 
the Jail. 
After considerable delay a 
committee was agreed on and a fur­ 
ther search of the jail was made. The 
announcem ent 
was 
made 
about 9 
o’clock that the men were not in the 
Jail, and at 9:15 the mob began to 
disperse. 
The removal of W hitney and O'Brien 
to Louisville was decided upon after 
a conference between the county judge, 
Colonel W illiams of the Second regi­ 
ment and the police authorities.
